In the late summer of 1901 the L. 
D.S. Church under president Lorenzo 
Snow called 12 young men to go on 
as M.l.A. missionaries to diffeient 
pails of Canada ami Utah. We find 
in this gtoup two elders who later 
made Raymond their home W.G. 
Meeks ami Louis i> King. We also 
iiud in this group a William Payne 
of Mouutaiu View formerly ol Mill¬ 
ard Co., Utah and who laier helped 
in the beauttlying ol the Cardslou 
1 empie giounds. Lldei Payne waB 
Lldei Meek s missionary companion 
and together they labored in Leaver 
City, Utah. 

W. G. Meeks or “Will ' as he was 
be I knoun was born m I me Valley 
near St. George but later moved to 
Lirkueil Wayne County, Utah from 
which place lie was called on this 
mission. Mr. Meeks came to Canada 
in 1902 with a laige herd of eattle 
but did not remain. 

In 19U3 he Moved to l(a>mond 
with his family where he and Ins 
brother James hu\e played an im¬ 
pel taut part in the laige euteipiises 
entered into in Raymond and dist¬ 
rict. Mere will be written of the 
Meeks family at a later iiute.

Chemical Summertallow 

This year, many prairie farmers 
ire particularly interested in the 
possibility of a “Chemical Summer- 
fallow” replacing, at least in part, 
tedious and costly cultural practices 
for weed control. 

Limitations. The results of 
chemical summertallow trials made 
in Western Canada in 1947, indicate 
that the use of 2,4-D and other 
chemical weed killers in controlling 
weeds on summerfallow land has 
definite limitations. As a complete 
substitute for mechanical cultiva¬ 
tion, the results now available 
■drongly suggest that chentira 
-ummerfallow will be largely con¬ 
fined to areas or fields where thi 
weeds present are exclusively or 
predominately Wild Mustard, S’ink- 
weed and certain other susceptible 
annual weed*. The emergence ol 
these weeds can he almost com¬ 
pletely prevented by early applica¬ 
tions of 2,4-1) at rates that are

For the effective control of 
Canada Thistle and Perennial Sow 
Thistle on land under summer- 
fallow, heavy applications of the 
lister form of 2,4-1), made when 
l he buds are well formed or during 
the early flowering stage, are 
recommended. One and one-half 
pqundg of 2,4-D arid equivalent pel 
acre is suggested.
